The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for tl^ week ending the 3rd February, 1951, relate to 155 
towns with an estimated population of 19*625 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 234 and their population is 
29,017 thousands. Thus 06% of the total number of towns 
representing 68% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 13,060 and 7,500 representing birth and 
death rates of 30*2 and 19*9 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) State s ( Parts A db 0 ). — The data here relate to 137 
towns with an estimated population of 10*940 thousands. 
Information about Assam, fiihar, Madhya Pradesh and West 
Bengal oould not be included. The total number of towns 
is 202 and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 68% 
of thfj total number of towns representing 67% of the total 
population is oovered. The numbers of births and deaths 
recorded in these towns were 12,292 and, 8,749 representing 
birth and death rates of 37-7 and 20*7 per thousand of 


population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States- 

Three towns Mayuxam, Nellore and Palyaamkottai in Mad- 
ras recorded high death rates of 70'9 f 52*0 and 59*0 per thou- 
sand of population respectively. In Mayuram the high death 
rate was largly due to deaths from oholera and in Nellore due 
to deaths from smallpox and fevers, In Palyaamkottai the high 
death rate was not due to any one of the specified oauses. 

(B) States (Part B), — The data here relate to 18 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,679 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,830 thou- 
sands. Thus 56% of the total number of towns representing 
70% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in those towns were 1,374 and 
757 representing birth and death rates of 20*7 and 14*7 
per thousand of population respectively.
